Investigation Hefore the Covener this

This morning, at 10 o'clock, Coroner Daniale
beld an ifpquest Into the case of the two
brothers, Christopher Byrnes, aged 23 yeurs,

and Edward byrnes, aged 26 years, who were
shot and killed on cleetion night at Fourth and
Mounroe streets, In the Fourth ward.

Charles F, Specht, residing at No, 230 SBhippen
sireet, Lestified that Samuel Holt, James Pol-
lock, with the Byrnes and himself, were, on
eiection nlght, in Third street, above Catha.
rine: thence we went to a tavern in Fourth
eireel, near Monroe: while there Christoptier
Byracs gave a cheer for the Niagara Hose;
Holt, Pollock, and & younz man named Pretty-
man pulled ont blackiscks: we gol outside the
door; Holt then tired at we; I ealled out hils
name; | was carried to Hardy's drug store by
two moen numed Mealllsterund MeNaliy; Hardy
eaid [ was duangeronsly wounded; I was then
taken to the hospitnl; 1 leit the hospital the
pext moruing, and made a charge against the
partics: 1 heard four shots fired; 1 saw Folt
jolut the pletol at me, but saw nothing more, ns
‘ was carried nway: 1 snw pistols in no othier
er:one’ hands,

Matilda Burlon, llving No, 332 Btanley street,
testified Lhat she wns sitting on her door-step;
heard the firet ghot fired; went to the corner;
heard there three ghots fired: saw Coristopher
Byrnes fall at the corner of Stauley streets ran
to him and asked, “Who sre you?" he said,
“I'm shot,” and spoke no more; the shot was
fired by a fmunll man, wiih light-colored pants
on: | saw his urm rmged, bat conld uot recog-
pize hims [ ran away because the shots were
ooming n every direction,

Susan Bork, residing No. 2 Branswick place,
corroborated the testimony of the previous wit-
noeg; she couldu’s identiy either Powell or Holt,
the prisonera present at tho bearing.

Mary Yeager, iving at No. 320 Monroe street,
testified that on the night In question she was
sianding on her own pavement; she heard chil-
dren erying “*murder;” saw 4 man runuing with
s pistol in his band; was told that there were
three men lying dead 4t the corner; saw no one
shot; enn't positively »ay that 1 recognize the
sccused: Ithink the man whom I saw ronning
with the pistol in his hand was a small man.

Virginia Lemon, Hviog at No. 8 Bruuswick
place, wug sworn, but kunew notbiog hersel
about the murders: her only knowledge was
what she bad gained from other parties,

Allred J. Evnns, living at No, 408 Harmony
street, testified:—On the neht of the occurrence
was at work in my shop, No. 728 South Fourth
etreet: beard the pistol shots; opened the door
and was about going out; (Just al that moment
man io the street raised his arm and fired, with
the exclimation:—“Toast will do,” or **That
ie good;” I then ehut the door: couldn’t recog-
n'ze the mun who did the shootlog; can't
identify the prisoners,

Ellen Slaw, liviag at No. § Branswick place,
wae sworn. Her teibmony smounted to
vothipg, She wusin company with the wituess
Yirginia Lemon,

W. G. Reynolds, liviog in Gmiford
below Shippen, teslided: —

Un Toesday night, betwern 9 and 10 o'elock,
Holt, Pollock. Bercht. and 1he two Byrnes came
into Dorer's, Third and Btanley sireote; took a
drink tbere; Holt puolied out ablickjack; he
then began singiug o song; Byroes was also
singing; the party was then put out, when Holt
os Pollock sald, “If they oeel it on me I will
kil her” (meaning Mrs Dorer); the place was
then shul up; T walked away, aud alterwards
heurd the pigiol shols; walked up Monroe sireet
in company with a4 mau naumed Maloney; got
sbout haliway between Taird and Fourtn streets
when I met Holt, and heard him say, “I put
two of the — —— out of the way:” to the best
of my knowledee the prisoner 18 the man who
mede the coufession: I bave known him a long
while; 1 am salistied thut he is the man by his
voice: saw no porsons with pistols in their hands;
didn’t see Powell Lhere,

Thomas Brumiey, hving rear of No, 243 Con-
cord street, testified: = Was standing st the cor-
ner of Third aud Monroe streels; heard four
shots fired; saw Sam Holt tulking to two women
and a man; Holt made the remsrk, **I put two
of the — out of the road;” know the prisoners;
Holt is the one who made the expression; 1 was

close by him when be uttered it,

Cuthierine Simong, living st No, 725 8, Fourth
g'rect, testified:—1 keep a lager-beer house; on
the night of the occurrence a crowd came into
the place; Christopher Byrneas was with them;
he asked for a drink; I trealed theém; they then
left; 1 heard the shots while I was 1 the house,

Dr. Shapleigh restified 1hat he made a pos'-
mortern exammation of the bodies of Edward
Bsines aud Christopher Byrnes; they came to
their death from guunshot wounds; he extracted
the bullg; Christopher slso had & wound upon
him that might have been made by a billy,

Oflicer George Sheets testitied that he heard
the women st the hose bouse make expressions
that Holt had done the shootine; he arrested
Powell, and found a revolver upon his persons
with three barrels discharced.

Officer Hamlin testided that on the night of
election word came to the Station Houose that

iwo men bad been shot; thal they were ut the
Ningara Hose house; saw Holt 2o into a drink-
ing saloon; arrested him and found a pistol on
his person, u three-barrelled revolver,

Tar Winren Howmicips,—Upen tie conclu-
slon of the ingquest into the Byrne’s murder, the
Coroner went into an luvestigation of the cir-
cumstances atiendiong the killing of Frederick
Winter, on Tuesday last, at Seventh and Bhippen
strects,

Beveral witnesres were examined. All gave
testimony to the following:—Winter walked
bome; was crossing the strevt; a milk wagon,
driven by a lad nsmed James Hagan, rapicly
came alopg; Winter struck the horse with Ins
cone; the driver jumped out, approached Win-
ter, asged him why he hadstruck the horse, and
gavo a blow upon Winier's head; the latter tell
with bis face to the ground, was pleked up and
garried into & house on Shippen street, where it
was discovered be was dead,

Dr. £. B. Shapleigh made s post moriem ex-
amination and gave the following testimony:—
There was u slight broise an inch and s half
above the lelt eyebrow; this broise wan merely
gkin-deep; there was a dark appearance behind
eaoh ear, but In no manner diflerent trom what
is nsunlly seen after sudden death; there was
no braed appearance of the muscles benealh;
the was no Irnctory of the skall; there wad a
elol of blood on the left side of the brain, and &
Jurge clot about the medulla obloneats.

This man was rather fut, bul sickly In appear-
ance; all the tssues were soft and fabby: the
heurt was diluted, flabby, and dlsensed; the
interval liviog membrave being of u dark red
color from mtammaiion: the eau=e of the death
ol tlie decensed was compression ol the brain
from the clot of bload wbove described,

It is impoesible to determiiue whether the
bruise on the forehead was caused by u blow or
a full, or the exact cadee of the formation of
the clot: a severe jar from & full or blow might
have caused it,

After a short Jdeliberation, the jory rendered
the followlog verdict:— I'bat the suid Fredenick
Winter cawe (o his death from vielence (blow
on the neck), nt the hands of James Hageno,
GUctober 13, 1808, In shippen street, below
reventh, .

KENTUCKY.

The Perils of Assessors In the Sinte,
Fromthe Lovidsvitle Qowrier, Oct 10,

On the 3d instant, Colonel Campbell and Colo-
nel John T, Fox, United States Assessors for the
Third District, set out from Efizabeiitown with
the intention of visiling & number of distil.
leries in thelr district, for the parpose ol
mensuring the capacity of thoss establishments,
necording to their ipstrocotions from revenne
bhendquarters in Washiogton. They vistted
elx distitleries, but the last ovne they went tw
came very near windmg up for good the men-
suring bosiness in that section, 8o fur as they
were concerned, The fnsthution was on Woll
oreck, some nine miles northeast ot Jamestown,
and was owned by & pgentleman named Wade,
who recelved the nassessors courteonsly, nnd
offered them every facility for the work they
had ou hand. While they were in the distillery
adesperndo, who zoes by the unme of Silas Roed
Harms, aud who heads a guog of ruflians equally
upsorupulons with himself, rode up to where
the buggy aud horse of the oficers were stand-
ing outside the dwstillery grounds, Here he
was met by Wade, the proprietor, and two em-
ployes, to whom he imparted the some #hat uo-
welcome inteliigence of bis destgn to shoot the
revenue officers at sight, and gave them Lo un-
derstand that hie followers weee nol far distaat,
By rome sort of strategy Wade then reachod the
guide who had conducted the imperiled oificers,
and making him understand  the sitaation,
Campbell and Fox were soon placed fully on
their goard. Fox at frst wanted (o go out and
stoot Hurds, but was Induced to alterwurds
change his nund. At this jopcture the Lwo
employes  eelzed  the horss of Hurris,
snd  while  the suoggle that  followed
was  going ou, the buggy of the ofliceras
wos hastily dretven to the rear of the distitlery,
whete they clambered In, and were soon off and
out of gight, finally effecting their esoupe n
safety by taking the road to Russcll Sprivgs,
The road leading to Jamestown, which they had
been expectud to take, was strougly goarded by
Hartis’ men, The otlicers arrived at Columbin
that night,

Harrig and his band are the only parties in
the section visited who attempt w0 make soy
resistance to revenue otlieers, and they are in
ne wrr countenanced by the distillers or the
peopli.

INDIA.

Sheve A Khnn's Congquests,

The telegram from India, forwarded by way
ol Londou, aud throngh the Atlantic cable, and
published v our telegruph columns, reports the
present termination of a difficult war ugitution
which had been surgiog for muoy montns from
the kcene of the Russiin conquests in Central
Afin towards the northwesiern frontier of
Britlsh Indis, and which frequently threatened
dangerous complications, by the definite
trivmwph of Shere All Kban, who i# reckoned ns
# [riend of the British,

By mail from Cabool we learn that Emir Shere
All entered that city on the eveniong of Friday,
Angust 14, and that Azim Klan fled with an
escort o1 300 sowars towuards Turkestan, his in-
tention being to joln Abdool Rehman Khan at
Bualkh, Bhere All was received with (avor, He
is very populgr, All the passes wera open apd
the voads clear, Sivdar Yakoob Khan holds
GLuzneen for hig farher, Shere All.  Cabool
wins cuptured by Sedar Iebhmael Khan, late
lientenant ot Surdir Abdool Rabhman Khan,

He deserled Abdool Rahman and offered
his services to Bhere Ali, who declined
them, but told him if ke were in
eatnest to  occupy Cabool, Tins  Birdar

Ismacl Khan did st once,. We have uo exact re-
ports of n batile having been fouuht bafore the
result between the troops of the contending
parties, It was, however, belleved that a mos:
sanguinary cngagementihiad taken place five or
six miles distwat trom Cabool, between the
troops of Birdar Mabomed Khan on the one
side avd those of Sirdar Shamsoodeen Khan,
the gervant of the Emir Azim Khau, late dov-
ernor at Cabool, on the other,

Azim Khan, discouraged by the first defeat of
his General and the strutegy of Shere All, wrote
to the Akhoond of Swal 1o ask for an asylum,
ghould the destruction of the Turkestan army be
completed. The war policy adopted by Shere
All leaves the whole of the northwestern {ron-
tier at his fect without the possibility of furthisr
resistunce arleez, for some time, from wny
quarter, his immediate opponent having re.
treated towards the Russinus.

A woman named Ellen Mabony made a com:

Eoon alter leaving the depot at Jersey
City the conductor, she alleges, eame Lo the seat
where sbe was sitting, accompanied by the two
brakesmen, and one of them holding her arms
and covering her mouth, rovbed her of the
money. They then left her, and she commenced
to ery out that they had robbed her. The con-
ductor then came back and threatened to tie
her up if she Jid not stop, remarking to the
passengers at the sume fime that the womun

was crazy. Bhe persisted, however, in her
assertions, when, necording to her assertion
they tied her wrms with a cord, and

fustened her to her reut, and then, nfter sending
the passengers  who were in  the car
into a forward coach, they locked both
doors and left her in the cartbroughout the
night, m great inconvenience and suifering,
owing to the position in which she was com-
pelled to sit. Towards morning she was takeu
ont of the car aund lelt atan obscu e station
ppon the Erte Roal, where she remained until
her trunks were obtained from Chicago, After
realizivg o few dollars by the sale of one of
them she came back to Jersey Cily, und entered
the ubove complaint, offering {o identify the
persons who robbed ber. The complainant ls
an iotelligent woman, sbout forty years of age,
and of a respectable appearance. Her slory,
which, were it not for her evident intelligence
and sunity, might be regarded as the ereation
of a disordered fanecy, is received with the
fullest eredit, and steps will be takeu at onee to
discover the perpefrators ol the oufrage,
